AN ARMY UF STRIPLINGS. 


A Startling Report--The Weak Condition 
of the British Army. 

London, April 15.—(Copyright 1892 by 
The New # York Associated Press.) 
The revelations made in the 
evidence on the state of the 
British army given before the committee 
of inquiry presided over by Lord Wantage 
have been the sensation of the week. 
The recommendations which the committee 
previously published were a series of dry 
and formal propositions indicating nothing 
of the extraordinary statements of the lead- 
ing military chiefs. These were of such 
a nature as will lead to a most active agi- 
tation in parliament as soon as the recess 
is over. Groups of military members of 
the house of commons have already seen 
War Secretary Tanhope privately and ex- 
torted from him the promise that the gov- 
ernment shall not obstruct full discussion 
and consequent refornis. The generals 
examined concurred in the opinion that there 
was hardly a single infantry battalion at 
home effective. Adjutant General Sir Ev- 
elyn Wood declared that 50 per cent of 
the men encamped at Aldershot were unfit 
for camp duties; that they could not even 
do a day’s service on account of their youth 
and lack of stamina, and that’ the only 
practice he dared ‘to put such men was two 
hours carrying a pack of sentry duty. 

The duke of Cambridge, commander in 


chief, endorsed the startling statement, add- 


ing that if called upon to mobilize two ar- 
my corps on short notice the authorities 
could not do so and he did not think it 
possible to mobilize one corps’ composed 
of twenty-five battalions of infantry. Lord 
Wolseley, in response to the question 
whether the battalions as they now stand 
would be fit for home defense, replied: ‘If 
we were involved tomorrow they would be 
better than nothing.” He held that the 
volunteer force was the most important fac- 
tor in Safe nab. 

The duke of Connaught said: “TI am per- 
fectly certain that if the battalions under 
my command at Portsmouth were ordered 
to service tomorrow one half of them would 
not be allowed to go on account of unfit- 
ness.” The main cause of the weakness 
of the home battalions is stated to be the 

letion of their best, men. for foreign and 
onial service, | 

Lord Wolseley likened the home forces to 
a squeezed lemon. ‘The duke of Connaught 
held that grown men would not join the 
service owing to the fact that wearers of 
the queen’s ‘uniforms are socially ostra- 
cized and also because soldiers are wanton- 
ly burdened with excessive sentry duty. 
He told how, having noticed - numerous 
guards employed at Windsor Castle on sen- 
try duty, he had induced the queen to ask 
the authorities to reduce their number and 
otherwise to relieve the men, but the au- 
thorities would not assent until strong pres- 
sure was brought to bear. 

The duke of Connaught related a number 
of instances showing the contempt in 
which a soldier’s uniform is held. In one 
case drummers refused to drink at a steam- 
er bar beside a sergeant and in other cases 
inns closed their rooms to ards. 

In regard to the methods of reform there 
was concensus of opinion that a substan- 
tial increase of the strength of home bat- 
talions would come from _more liberal pay 
and better pensions. Views differed on 
the period of service, but agreed on t@ 
need of periodic training for reserve men 
now proved, with volunteers, to be the sole 
reliance in the event of war. 

The Khedive Knuckles. 


Following his diplomatic success in re- 
gard to the firman of investiture of the 
khedive, Lord Salisbury has clinched his 
hold on the khedive by inciting him to an 
open quarrel with the sultan. In response 
to the sultan’s invitation to Constantinople 
the khedive intimated that the recall of 
Moukhtar* Pasha, the porter’s delegate at 
Cairo, was first desirable. Moukhtar 
Pasha made a mistake in demanding a 
change in the Egyptian ministry. The 
English minister, Sir Evelyn Baring, there- 
upon got the khedive to wire to the sultan 
that Moukhbtar Pasha has arrogantly in- 
terfered in Egyptian affairs and ought to 
be withdrawn. As a further proof of his 
acceptance of English dominance the khe- 
dive will send his only brother, Mohemet 
Ali, now at school in Viewas, to finish his 
education in England. 

The Kicking Uisterites. 

Memorial from Irish Baptists and other 
dissenters against home rule on religious 
grounds was recently sent to Mr. Glad- 
stone and elicited from him a reply in which 
he contended that the alarm lest the Dub- 
lin legislature might oppress Protestants 
ought not to be entertained, as any act 
passed by the imperial parliament would 
safeguard religious and civil freedom. 

Mr. Chamberlain seizes the chance to 
comment upon the same memorial by writ- 
ing a letter in which.he upbraids the dis- 
senters for supporting Mr. Gladstone. He 
says a majority are led away by their con- 
tideuce in the liberal leader but time will 
justify the distrust with which the ablest

COLLECTIONS ARE MUCH BETTER, 


And the Outlook for a Good Spring 
and Summer Trade is Fine— 
Failures for the Week. 


New York, April 15.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade says: Dur- 
ing all this year business news has been 
curiously sectional. Western cities are 
gaining almost without ‘exception, doing 
the largest business ever known, and in- 
clined to resent the suggestion that it is 
in any degree below expectations. The 
south all the year has been struggling 
with unfavorable conditions, doing less 
business than a year ago, and looking i 
vain for material change. T east h 
been doing a large business, rather less 
than a year ago, but on the whole, less 
than many traders expected to do this 
year. This, with very thin profits, makes 
the seasonedisappoiuting to many. These 
conditions continue, and are: reflected in 
the returns of this week. 

' A Larger Voluwe of Trade. 

Yet the volume of trade in the whole 
country has been larger than in any pre- 
vious year. The iron trade illustrates the 
situation. The output of furnaces April 
lst was 185,462 tons, against 193,902 
tons March Ist, and 113,483 a year ago, 
when the great strike was in progress. 

The reduction in the output of pig iron 
is clearly necessary, since the consumption 
has been 10,000 tons weekly below. the 
output. Unsold stocks as ofticially  report- 
ed were 132,866 tons greater on April lst 
than January Iist.' Yet when this increase 
is deducted from the production; which 
has been 2,500,000 tons in the quarter the 
remaining consumption appears to be great- 
er than in the same quarter of any previous 
year. A better demand is seen for pig and 
plates at the east and also at Chicago, and 
the pipe business is reviving at Pittsburg. 

Coal is unchanged and dull; copper await- 
ing for an expected combination of for- 
eign production; tin speculatively strong 
and lead very firm. : 
_Wool sales are large for the segson and 
since January 1st have been 5 per cent 
greater than last year, the demand for 
goods having somewhat improved, and for 
knit goods being far better than was re- 
ceatly expected. In men’s wear goods 
doubt about the future taste of the public 
still delays orders, but the strong consump- 
tion is clearing off the stocks of jobbers and 
retailers. :

MURPHY'S SURE AIM. 


The Half-Breed Desperado Defles the 
‘Oficers, =. 


HE SENDS DEFIANCE 70 THE SHERIF. 
A Posse of Fifteen Men Are Driven 
Back. 


A DEPUTY SHERIFF IS SHOT DEAD. 


The Desperado Has Marked Off His Grave 
by the Side of That in Which His 
Murdered Brother Lies, 


Murphy, N. C., April 15.—(Special.)— 
Last Saturday night another of Bill 
Murphy’s victims bit the dust. This time 
Charley Ray, deputy sheriff of Monroe 
county, Tennessee. 

After killing his brother, Medlin and 
Martin, he sent the sheriff of Monroe 
county word that he didn’t want to hurt 
him, but he must not come and try to ar- 
rest him. The sheriff did not go until a 
warrant was sworn out and placed in his 
hands for Murphy’s arrest. 

The Posse in Pursuit. 

He then summoned a posse of fifteen 
men and, with Charley Ray, his deputy, 
they went to Jellico. It was after dark 
as they approached Tobe Miller’s house, 
where Bill Murphy and his brothers, 
Arch and Jim, were. 

They heard the crowd approaching and 
got out of the house in the chimney corner. 
Sheriff McKean ordered them to surrender 
and they opened fire on the posse with 
Winchesters. 

The Fatal Battle. 

A hot fire from both sides was kept up 
for a. few minutes, and Charley Ray, the 
deputy, fell with a bullet in his brain. 
Then the sheriff’s posse, except Dan 
Murphy, uncle of Bill, ran. The sheriff 
was shot in the shoulder, but fortunately 
for him the ball struck the breech of his 
gun, splintering it, and saved his life. 

The Murphys then made a-dash for the 
house again, which is built of logs, with 
only one door, and began firing through 
the cracks. The whole crowd then precip- 
itately fled, leaving the dead body of Ray 
where he fell. 

More Trouble Expected. 

A messenger was sent to Sweetwater 
for medical aid for the sheriff, and to 
telegraph the governor for troops. 

More _ trouble is expected, as Murphy 
will not be taken alive. He has staked 
off his grave by the side of his dead

CROSSING THE BORDER. 


And Taking Homes Among the Dakota In- 
dians. 

St. Paul, Minn., April 15.—The Sisceton 
Indian reservation lands in the northwes- 
tern corner of South Dakota were thrown 
open today at noon. 

Thousands of settlers crossed the line and 
tonight are sleeping on the prairie. 

The lands are rich and numerous lakes 
cover the entire extent of the reservation, 
a good portion of which is wooden and of 
hilly character. Indians have _ selected 
many of the best lands on the reservation, 
but it is estimated that enough for about 
four thousand claims of one hundred and 
sixty acres each still remained up to noon 
today. 

The reservation was thrown open at 12 
o’clock and the rush across the border was 
lively and interesting. 

At 11 o'clock fully 3,000 persons had 
collected along the reservation. Cavalry 
patrols galloped back and forth along the 
line keeping the impatient crowd 
in check. The ubiquitous country 
edior was right in line on a white mustang 
pony ready to ride for a claim near town. 
‘Lhe doctor, the clergyman, who wanted to 
take a farm for his health, and the county 
seat policeman were all to be seea in crowds 
waiting for the signal. 

The sharp, clear note of a buzie at noon, 
the almost simultaneous crack of a carbine, 
then a volley from the whole far-reaching 
line of cavalry as the signal was taken up 
and carried in a reverberating report to 
thousands of waiting eals , and 
Sisceton reservation was opened. Military 
withdrew from the border and rejoined 
their respective companies, and the race 
for homes began helter-skelter. Far up 
the lake a large party crossed in boats. In- 
dian teams were waiting on the bank above 
the water. They succeeded in entering the 
reservation five miles ahead of the crowd 
scattered along the road from Brown’s 
valley. Yet even others got a better start 
than those on the lake. 
scoured the country yesterday, and many 
were driven off the reservation, but during 
the night they had returned, and others 
with them. When the long awaited signal 
came from the brush all along the course of 
the Minnesota river, from ravines hitherto 
held to be unpopulated, from every spot bord- 
ering on reserve that could shelter man, horse 
and wagon, theresprang a herd of homeseek- 
ers. It is estimated that about three tliousand 
made a rush from Browns Valley. About five 
hundred from a little town called vare, 
four miles from the lake.

Which Plunged the Union Into the 
Horrors of War? 


THE FIRING ON FOR? SUMTER 


Is Recalled by an Article in The 
Constitution, 


TO WHICH A REPLY {S$ MADE 


By Major Wade Hampton Gibbs, of Colum- 
bia—The Version He Gives of 
That Affair.

The story of the bombardment of Fort 
Sumter, written by Mrs. F. G. DeFon 
taine and printed in The Constitution last 
Sunday, having erroneously ascribed to 
Captain George S. James the firing of first 
. sus Gibbes, . 
prominent citizen of Columbia, to the end 
that the exact truth of history may be put 
upon record, makes the following statement: 
Major Gibbes’s Story. 


“On the night of the 11th of April, Cap- 
tain George S. James, who commanded the 
artillery company stationed at Fort John« 
son, Was instructed to have a shell ex- 
ploded at 4:30 o’clock a. m. on the seat 
morning, which was to be the signal for @ 
general bombardment. 

“I, as first lieuterant in command of a 
battery of ten-inch mortars, was entrusted 
with this duty. Our mortars were loaded 
and trained, one with a full charge directly 
on the fort; the other, according to in- 
structions, to explode high in the air and 
wide of the mark, only as a signal. Corpo- 
ral Welch with one Janyard in hand, and I 
with the other anxiously awaiting the mo- 
ment and watching our timepieces. 

High in the Air. 


“As the hand marked the half hour the 
shell was thrown high in the air, a beauw 


_tiful sight, as the whole line could be 


traced by the burning fuse. Immediately 


_ our mine was sprung to destroy a house 


which interfered with our view, and then 
the gun which was traced upon’ the fore 
and was intended for business was dis- 
charged, all within one minute. | 

“Lieutenant Henry L. Farley, with Cap- 
tain James, commanded a second bat- 
tery of mortars, and Lieutenant Hayne, 
detachment of reserves. 

“These are absolute facts and the two 
shells from my battery were the two first 
of the siege. Lieutenant Meade, who was 
in Fort Sumter, informed me that the sec- 
ond shell fell in the fort.” ’

Major Gibbes was graduated from We 
Point in the Ylass of 1860. He saat 
assigned to duty in a. nt serving 
a tte hoot eenl

lough, visiting his home in Col t 
making preparations to join his conimam 
When South Carolina finally seceded, he 
resigned his commission fn the United 
States army and cast his fortunes with the 
confederacy. After the fall of Sumter A 
he served throughout the war in Virginia 
campaigns, was terribly wounded at Peters- 
burg and su with Lee at App 
mattox. Major Gibbes. was postmaster of” 
Columbia under Clevelarid, and is now an 
extensive dealer in agricultural and other 
machinery.

W. H. Biease, a man who Ccencirces 
himself as a liar and thief, is behind the 
bars at police headquarte-s. : 

The specific charge on which he was #r- 
rested is a trivial one eontp¢rod with tl.e 
cases that may yet be brought against 
him. 

He is thought to be a general crook and 
has practically admitted as much. 

Blease is about forty years of age. He 
came to Atlanta about a year ago, giving 
South Carolina as his home. Soon after 
arriving here, he secured employment as 
bookkeeper for Charles Rauschenberg, the 
butcher, on Whitehall street. 

It wes but a short while later that vari- 
ous articles were mssing from the place. 
The bookkeeper was never suspected and 
one: negro after another about the store 
was arrested. 

On every occasion Blease was interested 
in the prosecution and worked hard to se- 
cure a conviction. The loss from thefts 
began to foot up into the hundreds of dol- 
lurs, but the guilty party was never dis- 
cov ered. 

“in the latter part of the past year Blease 
left the place atu Went to Augusta. The 
robberies ceased immedinies: _ Despite 
all that, the bookkeeper was still RROve.« 
suspicion. His general demeanor was such 
as to impress every one of his honesty. 

And that’s just where they were de 
ceived. 

A few days ago, Blease returned to At- 
lanta. With all boldness, he made RKauschen- 
berg’s his headquarters and hung about 
the place. 

Night before last, a suit of clothes, that 
had just been purchased by one of the em- 
ployes, and several other articles disappear- 
ed. The matter was investigated and for 
the first time Blease was questioned about 
an affair of that kind. 

He immediately declared that he had 
seen Peter Favors, a negro, sell the goods. 
Patrolman Randall arresed the negro and 
locked him up at police headquarters, 

Yesterday morning he was released and 
the detectives pulled Blease. He denied 
everything at first and stated that he was 
a much maligned man. He was carefully 
questioned and finally broke down complete- 
ly, confessed to the theft and several others 
and called himself “a—liar and a—thief.”’ 

He was placed a cell and his record 
will be carefully examined inio. It is 
thought that it will prove a spicy one. 

Blease gives his home as South Carolina 
and claims to have come from a splendid 
family. He seems to be a rather intelligent 
man. Whether he has carried on crooked 
operations in other cities is unknown.

W. J. Walsh and L. A. Morris, citizens 
of Chattanooga, who are stockholders, 
filed the bill. The chancellor set next Fri- 
day to hear the prayer for an injunction 
and receiver. 

The filing of the bill has attracted much 
attention among the business community 
here. It is charged by local parties that 
fn the Terminal combination the East 
Tennessee is used simply as a gambling 
‘property on Wall street, and that it has 
Been much depreciated as an earning 
property. A few years ago, it was one of 
the finest paying properties in the country, 

# but, lately, everything has been thrown to 
the Richmond and Danville road from the 
south when it was possible, and that the 
East Tennessee has suffered much. If the 
statements are to be believed, a most de- 
termined effort will be made to keep the 
Hast Tennessee out of the combination.

The Young Negro Supposed to Be Henry 
Jordan, Turned Loose. 

There was a happy negro at 
county jail yesterday morning. 

He was the young negro arrested in Ala- 
bama on the supposition that he was wanted 
in Crawford county for rape. He says his 
real name is Jim Griffin, and that he had no 
connection with the crime and knew nothing 
of it. 

The negro was brought to the Atlanta jail a 
little oyer two weeks ago. How narrowly a 
lyncLing was averted by Governor Northen’s 
watchfulness in having the negro brought to 
Atlanta was told in full in The Constitution 
at the time. If Sheriff Culverhouse, who was 
in charge of the prisoner, had not been inter- 
cepted at Columbus by a telegram from the 
governor instructing him to bring Jordan 
here, the negro would have been the-innocent 
victim of the mob waiting at Knoxville for the 
guilty wretch they thought he was. Acting 
under these instructions, Jordan, alias Griffin, 
was brought here. He denied that he was 
Jordan, and it was quite plain to all who 
talked with him that he was not. He gave a 
plausible and well-connected account of his 
whereabouts from his early boyhood up to 
now. Several gentlemen called at the jail, 
and, after looking at the negro, declared that 
he was not Jordan. All the time Jordan pro- 
tested that he was not the man and wanted 
to be released.

Twenty-four hours without 
food. 

And alf the time fighting. 

That’s what the members of the republi- 
can convention did from 2 o’clock Thurs- 
day till 2 o’clock yesterday. When the 
Constitution went to press yesterday morn- 
ing, they were wrangling over the count of 
the vote for permanent chairman. For a 
long time, perfect disorder reigned, and all 
attempts to do anything were given up. 

About 2:30 o’clock, by some miracle, they 
came to a decision to reach an election, and 
they set out to carry it out. 

Before it was half over, the gray streaks 
of dawn were seen in the east, and the sun 
came peeping in to find them just as he 
left them—not one whit nearer the com- 
pletion of their work, and still carrying on 
their insane antics. A few minutes later, 
the light of day came flooding in, and the. 
janitor was called in to extinguish the 
gas—that is, not the natural gas, but the 
gas that had cost about $15.25 for the 
night. 

Just about the time the neighboring 
cooks were getting breakfast, and _ the 
odors of ham and fried chicken came float- 
ing in the windows to the nostrils of the 
half-starved, sleepy delegates, the fight 
came to an end, and Locke was declared 
elected by a vote of 1531-2, to 1891-2 for

The delegates were then just ready for 
the real work they came here to do, and, 
girding their loins, touk on new life for the 
fray. Before they started to elect the dele- 
gates at large, however, Smith Easley was 
elected permanent secretary, with M. B.

The election for the delegates to the 
national convention then took place, and

Colonel Buck was made 
chairman’ of the committee, and Deveaux 
secretary, for the four years. 

Then the meeting adjourned. They were 
the sleepiest, hungriest, worst broke-up lot 
of negroes ever seen. me of them had 
been on their feet, without sitting down 
more than a minute or two in the whole 
twenty-four hours. 

The resolutions reported by the commit- 
tee and evidently prepared by the big boss- 
es before hand, endorse Harrison's admin- 
istration and instruct Georgia's delegates 
to yote for his renomination at Minneapolis. 

They start out with the usual endorse- 
ment of the republican party as the most 
immaculate and supreme of earthly organi- 
zation and ring in the “free ‘ballot and 
fair count” chestnut. They endorse pro- 
tection, denounce trusts and combinations, 
denounce the importation of foreign Jabor- 
ers. 

The money plank reads: “Resolved, 
That believing gold and silver should form 
the basis of our circulating medium, we 
endorse the Sherman amended coinage act 
of the last republican congress.” 

They condemn the tendency to mob law 
which they say maintains in some parts of 
the state, favor the enlargement of the 
public school system. They “condemn the 
extravagance and hypocrisy of the demo- 
cratic party of this state,” citing the high 
rate of taxation fixed by the last legisla- 
ture as an instance. ‘They also condemn 
the “unjust discrimination” by which only 
the white companies are sent to camp. They 
also condemn the refusal of the last legis- 
lature to provide for the state being rep- 
resented at the world’s fair. ‘They demand 
that the chaingang be abolished, pledge 
themselves to do all they can to aid the 
cause of temperance, and wind up with 
a declaration that this is a united coun- 


try.

With 
a knife or other sharp instrument one or two 
layers were cut through to get a fresh and 
porous exposure. The stone seemed to ab- 
sorb the poison and the boy had no trouble. 
After waiting two weeks without seeing any 
bad sign of the effect of the bite the grateful 
father returned the stone.

missed. | 

The Detective in Jail. 

Detective Tripp was also arrested and 
placed in jail Tuesday afternoon, charged 
with the murder of Byrne. as stated by 
The Constitution, but on account of a de- 
fect in the warrant Tripp was discharged. 
He left immediately for Alabama to pro- 
cure witnessed against Gentry.- He re- 
turned this morning, bringing back with 
him Milford Stephens, Mr. Attis, Mr. 
Smith and daughter, all of Oxanna, Ala., 
as witnesses against Gentry. 

the siory of the Watch. 


The prosecution sought to show that 
Gentry had in his possession a watch 
which they claimed was taken from Byrne, 
when he was murdered. They showed by 
the above named witnesses that Gentry had 
traded a watch to parties in Oxanna, and 
afterwards swapped back for it, which 
corresponded to the description given of 
Richard Byrne’s watch by Mr.:C. P. John- 
son, the brother-in-law of the murdered 
man, except as to the number, which they 
could not prove. They did not bring up 
any other evidence which tended to reflect 
upon Gentry, or to point to him as the mur- 
derer, 

The Case Dismissed. 


When the prosecution announced closed, 
Colonel Holderness, for the defense, asked 
that the case be dismissed, on the grounds 
that no evidence bad been submitted which 
substantiated the charge against Gentry 
or connected him with the murder of Rich- 
ard Byrne, in the least. The motion for 
dismissal was sustained by justice Reid. 
After Gentry was dismissed, Detective 
Tripp was arrested, charged with earrying 
concealed weapons. On this charge Just- 
ice sseid bound him over on a fifty-dollar 
bond. The end is not yet. 


CONGRESSMAN - EVERETT SPEAKS. 


He Will Stand Squarely by the Organized 
Democracy. 

Washington, April 15.—(Special.)—I had 
a long talk with Colonel Everett, of the 
seventh, today, about the third party and 
the political situation in Georgia. 

Colonel Everett has done good work in 
congress. His speech on the tariff ques- 
tion two weeks ago was far above the 
average and by it he made reputation here. 

He has made a reputation equaled by 
no man in the house for attention to his 
duties. Since the opening day of the ses- 
sion he has no mssteid a roll cal] nor has he 
been absent from the house at either a day 
or a night session. He is a close observer 
of all things, and a hard student. 

When asked about the size and effect 
of the third party in Georgia he said: 

“My. information is that the third party 
has a strong hold in some sections of the 
state, and particularly is that true of those 
sections which have, in the past, been 
dominated by third party leaders. The 
fearful financial straits to which the mass» 
es in Georgia have been subjected, by vari- 
ous unwise and unjust laws and usages, 
have caused a feeling of unrest and dis- 
content to take hold upon them, and in 
their desparation they are anxiously seek- 
ing some metbod of relief. That is emi- 
nently just and | proper, but 1 very much 
fear that a large portion of them are mak- 
ing a serious mistake as to the methods 
adopted. It is certainly true that only by 
unity can we hope to accomplish the end 
desired. The result of our last political 
campaign shows what can be done by unit- 
ed acticn. The politics, principles and 
preferences of the people of Georgia are 
essentially and necessarily democratic. 

“I know of no relief sought or desired 
by the people, that cannot be secured to 
them by and through the democratic party, 
in pursuance of democratic principles. The 


' democracy of Georgia is the people of Geor- 
gia. What reasons or excuse even can be 


given for deserting a party of which they 
have absolute and entire control—a party 
whose principles, politics and platforms 
are and ever should be but the reflections 
of the sentiments and preferences of the 
great body politic—the only party that, 
in the days of our darkest trials, when car- 
pet-bag misrule and oppression hung over 
our loved southland as a mighty pall,.with 
singleness of purpose, locked shields and in 
one solid phalanx threw their irresistible 
strength against the minions of tyranny 
and restored the government of Georgia 
into the hands of its own democracy? 
Have Georgians so soon forgotten the in- 
famy, the shame, the degradations to which 


they were subjected in those fearful days | 


of reconstruction, disfranchisement, carpet- 
bagism and force bill, as to invite a repeti- 
tion of the same, by unwisely dividing 
their strenght, and thereby beckoning to 
the front an irresponsible political element, 
that is too often led captive at the will of 
those whose supreme pleasure it would be 
to completely annihilate everything that 
we hold sacred? Have Georgians so soorf 
forgotten that it is not yet two years 
since a repetition of these ‘same huuilia- 
tions was sought to placed upon us by the 
enactment of that supremest of all infam- 
ies, the force bill? ave they so soon for- 
gotten that this infamy received the sanc- 
tion of the last national house of represen- 
tatives, and that the party then in power, 
but, thank God, now are relegatedto ie 
rear, is greatly rejoicing over the wonder- 
parent breaking up of the solid south? 
Are Georgians unmindful of the wonder- 
ful activity that has been infused into re- 
publican movementg in our state, by the 
threatened split in the democratic rAnks? 

“I gee nothing in our environments to 
justify a new party in the south, but, on 
the contrary, see much that would impel 
us all to more solidly blend ourselves _in 
one harmonious,* democratic whole The

John W. Hays, who was the secretary of 
the St. Louis convention, to send me a 
copy of his paper containing the full pro- 
ceedings of the St. Louis convention. He 
is the editor of The Journal of Knights of 
Labor, published in Philadelphia. very 
naturally thought that if any man-on ‘top 
of ground’ knew what that convention 
did do, he was that man, as every ‘paper’ 
adopted by that convention must necessari- 
ly pass through his hands.” s 
“Well, did he send the paper? 
“Yes, and there it is, and you can see 
with your own eyes that in the proceedings 
of that convention, published by the secre- 
tary himself, in his own paper, that plank 
No. 12 or the soldier plank appears as a 
very conspicuous feature.” : 

‘What effect will the defeat of the silver 
bill have upon the party in Georgia 

‘Well, in my judgment, the failure of the 
house to pass that bill was the death knell 
to the hopes of thousands and tens of 
thousands of as good, honest hard-working 
and high-toned people as ever breathed the 
breath of life. It was a cruel blow to us 
all and will have more influence In spread- 
ing dissatisfaction in the democratic ranks 
than any other action of the house of rep- 
resentatives possibly could have had. 

“T honestly believe that if the house of 
representatives had passed that bill, tbe 
third party in Georgia would have died a 
patael death. 

“But suppose every congressman from 
Georgia or from the south even had been 
an alianceman and a third party man, in- 
cluding the gallant Crisp, the result of 
that vote on the silver bill would have been 
in no respect different from that now 
shown by the records. I am glad to know 
that we all worked for it and voted for it 
and it was only saved from defeat by the 
timely act of our courageous speaker in 
cating his vote for the bill.’ 

“What are the democrats of the house 
doing for the people?’ 

“First of all they are reducing the ex- 
penditures of the government so far below 
those allowed by the last congress, that 
the few republicans remaining in the house 
are ‘green with rage.’ Then the demo- 
crats have so reduced the tariff on woolen 
goods, as to make it possible for a poor 
man to buy him a winter suit without pay- 
ing out all he has, and in atdition, giving a 
mortgage on all he ever exepects to have.

renomination, if his service has been ac- 
ceptable. I know no reason why my case 
should be made the exception.to a rule of 
so long standing. I was recommended to 
the democracy two years ago, and they 
placed their colors in my hands, and bade 
me God-speed in bearing it to victory. The 
conflict was fierce aud long, but democracy 
Won, and it remains to be seen whether the 
invariable courtesy is extended to me.” 

“What about the alliance?’ 

* “Well, I stand as squarely on the Ocala 
demands today as I ever did, and no man 
has ever dared question my allianceism. 
I am giad that I can be a Simon-pure 
allianceman, and, at the same time, be a 
democrat. There is no conflict, and there 
should be none made.”’

The reception of Professor Morris at the 
library last night amounted to an ovation.

Firemen worked nobly. merchants 
closed their stores and everybody lent a 
helping hand, but it was-impossible to save 
the elegant property. 4 

The Sparks Were Wild. 

Sparks were blown nearly a half mile 
away, and fired several buildings. At 
least eight caught on fire but were ex- 
tinguished, and at one time it was thought 
that it would eat its way to the business 
portion. The college exercises were in pro- 
gress at the time of the fire. About seven- 
ty-five pupils and teachers occupied the 
boarding house. No one was hurt, and 
most of the young ladies’ effects were 
saved.
